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Our Paris Letter. 


ROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT ). 


Panis, November 22. 

Though we are a good month off Christmas, 
there are multifarious signs of it in the air. 
The toy merchants of the pavement are 
exhibiting their Christmas novelties, and the 

lightning carrot-scraper, the dancing bear, the 
fireman climbing his ladder, the boxer swinging 
his arms, Syveton-wise, as if there were an 
André in every passer-by; the automobile 
careering among the crowd with as much 
insouciance as if in real life, always attract the 
children and their nurses, or paterfamilias 
with an eye to the provisioning of Bonhomme 
Notl. ‘Though traditions are departing in 
France, the Christmas arid New Year present 
is not one of them. Fashions may come and 
fashions may go, but it lives for ever. And the 
favourite of them all is the box of bonbons, 
tiéd_with dainty ribbon, as a gift to the fair. 
The ribbon, I may remark, is as important as 
the quality of the “marrons glacés,” as it 
bespeaks the visit toa fashionable shop. At 
this moment the makers ot Uhristmas and New 
Year dainties are superlatively busy in the 
preparation of new wonders in sugar and spice. 
‘The secret of these productions is guarded as 
rigorously as the Rue de: la Paix watches over 
its latest designs. Yetin the meantime you 
may eat “Langues de chat au café,” “Gaufrettes 
mignon Pihan,” and “crémes pralinées St. 
Georges'’—enough to wait calmly the coming 
of the greater triumphs. 

General André has fallen, and the Nation- 
alists exult in having drawn first blood. It 
would be hypocritical, however, to pretend that 
the revelation of the system ‘impated against 
the dethroned Minister and his too zealous 
subordinate, Captain Mollin, has come with 
the force of surprise upon well-informed quat- 
ters. ‘These methods have existed to a greater 
or less degree for generations past : there was 
only a change of master, Jesuit instead of 
Freemason. On the whole, I prefer the Jesuit, 
At least, the cause was served by men of a 
certain eminence aid intellectual standing. 
Nevertheless, it was, even then, suificiently 
odious. In the days when the influence of Pére 
Du Lac, the famous headmaster of the Jesuit 
schoo] in the Rue des Postes, was all powerful, 
an officer could scarcely rise in the army unless 
his Catholic credentials were uneXceptionable. 
He could only hope to becomemajor by senior- 
ity, the higher posts for which he would be 
inscribed on the “tableau d’avancement,” 
drawn up each year by the members of the 
Military Council, being inevitably closed to 
him, 

Though we like not his methods, and the 
better part of the Army must be satisfied that 
he is no longer at its head, one must recognise 
& certain value in the work of General André. 
He has, very likely, replaced one tyranny by 
another, but at least it was necessary to make 
some change, to leaven the lump with a cer- 
tain Republican yeast. Incidents could be given 
in plenty to show a disquieting spirit amongst 
the officers at the time when General André 
assumed office. For instance, to cite only one, 
there was at Rouen a crack regiment of “Chas- 
seurs & Cheval.” Each season the Prefect gav 
a certain number of balls to which the foesel 
as well as the local personages, were invited. 
The officers, notwithstanding that the Prefect 
is the chief magistrate of a Department, and, 
therefore, represents the President and the 
Central Government, carefully abstained from 
attending until reminded of their duty by the 
‘volonel of the regiment, who also alluded to 
the fact that such attendance was _traditional.- 
Whereupon the officers presented themselves 
at the Prefect’s ball in parade dress—an indi 
cation that they had only acceded as a military 
duty and because they were forced. It was an 
instance of insubordination, punished in this 
case by the removal’ of the regiment from 
Rouen, always a coveted garrison by military 
men, and its transference to Lunéville, a town 
on. the frontier, the farthest possible from Paris 
and its gaieties, 

Though there are-many cries for other 
“amputations” —such, for instance, as the 
eccentric Minister of Marine, whose position 
at the head of the Fleet is infinitely more 
dangerous to the service than wa’ ever André 
to the Army—-there seems no. reason to 
suppose that the position of M. Combes’ Cabi- 
net is in any way weakened by the loss of 
a limb, Whether, however, there is perma- 
nence in this state of affairs is, of course, 
another question. Already there is talk of 
M. Rouvier’s retirement at the end of the 
year, and rumour even is busy with the name 
of the distinguished Minister for Foreign 

s. Without these two eminent members, 
M. Combes’ ship of State would drift hope- 
lessly in the ocean of conflicting-currents. 

‘The Anglo-French settlement was a great 
achievement for the Quai d’Orsay as well as 
lor our own Foreign Office, but, as regards the 
portion of it applicable to Morocco, the former 

_ is, of course, only beginning to face the most 
formidable part of its respousibilities, The 
work of “peaceful penetration” can now be ap- 
proached without further delay, and it is open 
to French administration to gain for itself at 
one end of North Africa no less glorious 
renown than rests upon the representatives of 
England for their services to civilisation at the 
other, The French will require all the good 
wishes we can give them, for their task is 
indeed a stiff one. It is understood that the 
analogy of Egypt will be followed to the extent 

of recognising and supporting the ruling 
authority, so as to make the Sultan’s rule both 
an effective securitysfor peace and a pledge of 
respect for native institutions and ideals. 

France will do her best to temper by a firm 

benevolence the most unruly territory within 
hail of European latitudes, and if the means 

prove adequate to the endeavour, it will be a 


friumph of far more than ordinary dimensgons, 


The remarks of Lord Lansdowne at the 
Guildhall banquet on French intervention, 
and the discussion of the London Chamber of 
Commerce favourable to the construction of 
the Channel Tunnel, have both been received 
here as welcome signs of the times. British 
commercial opinion in Paris is almost unanim- 
ously in favour of the tunnel, which, it is 
held, would be of enormous aid in the develop- 
ment of the commercial relations of the two 
countries. I had a few minutes’ conversation 
on this subject, this afternoon, with Mr. 
-Millington Drake, the Chairman of the British 
Chamber of Commerce, and a well-known man 
of business, Said Mr. Drake :—‘“Lhe view of 
the London Chamber of Commerce is, I 
imagingthe view of most commercial men 
who at the matter from a practical, and 
net mefely a sentimental standpoint. A tunnel 
would be of great’ service, especially for mer- 
chandise, enabling goods to be transported 
without breaking bulk.” 

An instance of the most intolerable kind of 
iconoclasm has been perpetrated by a French 
professor, who has ventured to cast the gravest 
aspersions upon the national heroine, Joan of 
Arc. He declared that she never won a victory, 
was not at Orleans during the siege, and to 
culminate all hinted in no uncertain manner 
that she was no better than she ought to havé 
been. Popular indignation naturally rose at 
once to fever pitch against him. Many of the 
boys of his class instantly took a holiday in 
protest, and a question was asked about the 
matter in Parliament, 

Some interesting figures as to the consump- 
tion of champagne have been published by the 
Rheims Chamber of Commerce. From this it 
appears that the number of bottles exported 
in the year 1903-4 was 21,084,881, against 
22,523,746 in 1902-3, while that sent to home 
consumers was 9,808,774, against 9,235,412, 
and from one home merchant to another 
4,316,396. The total sale of champagne in 
these and other ways was, for the year, 
85,210,043 bottles, against 36,535,609 in the 
preceding year. As the figures show, foreign 
export fell off by nearly a million and a half 
bottles, while sales for home consumption in- 
creased more than half a million bottles. 

Some superior persons are constantly gird- 
ing at the musical piece which forms so large 
apart of the theatrical fare of the day, in 
London. To these people may be recommended 
the perusal of anarticle by M. Pierre Lalo in 
the Zemps, which gives the matter trom the 
point of view of a cultured Frenchman. M. 
Lalo deals with three musical comedies: Zhe 
Earl and the Girl, Sergeant Brue, and The 
Cingalee and, greatly daring, succeeds very 
well in giving a sketch of the three plots. But 
the characteristic common to all three pieces 
which, he says, chiefly strikes the French 
spectator is their decency. Dialogues, songs, 
dresses, and actors are all unexceptionably 
correct. But if, says M. Lalo, one of these 
pieces were placed on the Parisian stage all 
that would be soon changed: the dialogue 
would be spiced, and the dresses would be 
curtailed, with the result that it would be 
quite unfit for family parties. Another thing 
that strikes him is the continual bustle and 
movement on the stage, after which the 
Parisian choristers appear dull and lifeless. In 
Kugland the actors and actresses sing far 
betteethan they doin France, and they dance 
with marvellous agility. ‘he actors in England 
in this kind of piece are far better than those 
in France, says M. Lalo, but the actresses, with 
one exception, he considers not so clever, al- 
though they are better singers, 

‘There was an extraordinary occurrence in a 
well-known Paris boulevard café three nights 
ago which will most probably have its sequel 
in the English divorce court, Four mysterious 
gentlemen were dining in the café in obviously 
ill-fitting dress clothes, when to them entered 
a fifth. ‘Thereupon the four guests got up and 
bowed, 
with the manager of the café, adjourned with 
the others to a private room upstairs to con- 
tinue the interrupted dinner. After the meal 
had been completed they rose from the table, 
and, putting their shoulders to the door of the 
next room, where a lady and gentleman were 
enjoying a ¢éte-d-tete dinner, forced an entrance. 
‘The scene that followed bafiles description. 
‘The lady, who is said to be well known in 
London society, fled as the fifth guest, who 
proved tobe her husband, was dragged away 
from the prostrate body of her companion. 

A living woman narrowly escaped being 
dissected at the Grenoble School of Medicine, 
Paris, yesterday. She had been arrested for 
drunkenness on the previous day and taken to 
the police station. Next morning she was 
found stiff and cold in the cell, and the 
doctor pronounced her to have been dead for 
two hours. In due course she was laid out for 
a post-mortem examination. But while the 
surgeon was getting his instruments ready the 
supposed corpse sat up and asked for a glass 
of water, to the horror of the medical man and 
his students.

EGYPTIAN GOLDMINING. 


‘THE MYSORE Co. IN EGYP'. 


The report of the Mysore Reefs for the year 
ended September 30 states that shortly. after 
the last general meeting the Um Rus Gold 
Mines of Egypt was incorporated to work the 
Um. Rus Gold Mine, and on February 5 
subscriptions for shares were invited, 45,000 
shares being allotted on the closing of the lists. 
The balance were subsequently - offered- for 
subscription, applied for, and allotted. The 
purchase consideration payable to the company 
in consideration with the flotation amounted 
to £61,667, which was paid as to £5,000 
in cash and-as to £56,667 in fully-paid 
shares. ‘he prospects of the mine continue to 
be highly satisfactory, and a mill with the 
necessary machinery has ‘been sent out 
and is now in course of erection. It 
is anticipated that the installation - will 
be completed early in 1905, when regular 
returns of gold should be made. During the 
past year the funds ofthe company have been 
largely employed in connection with the Um 
Kus Company, but nevertheless some explora- 
tory work has been carried out in other por 
tions of the large area in Egypt over which the 
company has prospecting rights, and aurife- 
rous veinshave been discovered. ‘I'he work, how- 
ever, is not yet sufficiently advanced to enable 
a definite opinion to be formed as to their ya- 
lue. The directors propose in due course to 
direct their attention to the development and 
flotation of other properties in Egypt. ‘The 
auditors point out with reference to the item 
of £17 ,028 Gundry debtors, that £15,692 of the 
amount is |due from the Um Rus Gold Mines 
ot Egypt, that sum having been lent to'that 
company on the security of the uncalled capital.

matter of surprise and regret that British 


manufacturers and merchants should still leave 
in the hands of foreigners so large a volume, 
and valuable a proportion, of the trade of 
Egypt. 1 perused with interest the contribu- 
tion of “One who knows,” which appeared in 
your issue of the 16th inst. Not being myself 
a trader, it is probable that I am tnable to 
give due weight to some of his remarks, 
bat I think I gleaned from his observations one 
thing, and that was that British and Con- 
tinental methods, as regards deferred payment, 
differ considerably. Now, as faras I have 
been able to ascertain, Egypt has adopted the 
Continental system. Does your correspondent 
expect that she will change it? I indulge in 
no such illusions. Granted that the English 
practice of doing business is the sounder, that 
will never convert Egypt until British traders 
have first of all won over their Continental 
customers. And when do- they expect to do 
that | 
tellect that’ British traders who desire to 
capture the Egyptian markets are knocking 
their heads against a brick wall, and until 
they show their willingness to adapt themselves 
to Continental methods, they will never gai 
that proportion of Egyptian trade~ which 
loyal Britons would like.'to see them possess. 
With Continental and American markets 
closed and closing against us, Egyptian trade, 
which, as you, Sir, have pointed out,is so rapidly 
expanding, and is capable of almost limitless 
possibilities, becomes daily of more importance. 
Inflexibility is a worthy national trait, but when 
carried to excess it becomes a short-sighted 
weakness. We sometimes are inclined to 
believe that we can teach the world everything, 
but when we find out, too late, that the 
world refuses to be taught, we have to pay 
somewhat dearly for those mistaken notions. 
Such has been our experience in the matter of 
Free ‘Trade, and the same consequences are 
ensuing from our stubborn refusal to aecommo- 
date our system of dealing to the requirements 
of our Egyptian customers. ‘Bend, not break” 
should be our motto.
